THE USES OF HORSE HAIR 


White Halr Made Into Violin Bowe— 


Black Ones for Varlety of Purs 
poses. 


The subject of the seeperation off. 


horse-hair for commercial purposes 
is a very attractive one, the process 
being curlous and very. elaborate. » 

The horse-hair arrives 
weighing about half -a ton each, 
and valued at $600,. The chief sourc- 
es of supply are Great 
and South America, Australia, Ger- 
many, Russia and China.. 
supply the best hair because they are 
hard, the manes being soft, and there- 
fore of inferior value. 

The long hairs are suitable for 
ticular purposes, bit those of ordin- 
ary length are. prepared for stuffing 
furniture and other upholstering work. 

The hair is first sorted over suction 
screens, which draw out and carry. 
away the dust: Color forms the first 
asis of classification, black, white and 
grey hair being sorted out, and after 
this the hair is divided up, according 


That which is to appear black is dyed 
in, logwood, washed and dried. Then 
the various hairs are mixed in 6p: 
ate heaps, to make stuffings of various 
values. 
es through a series of mixing machin-~ 
es or mills, provided with exhaust,to 
extract any dust which remains. ~ 

The hair is now spun into’ ropes, 
which are again twisted on tiemsetv- 
es, ahd by a third operation further 
twisted into a convolute shape. They 
are then soaked in cold ‘water for two 
hours, after which ‘they are baked In 
a temperature of over 350. degrees 
Fahenhelt for twelve hours. This 
damp heat destroys all vacceria life 
that might peéssibly exist in the hair, 
and also fixes the curl, and the ropes 
are hung,-up to cool for three days. | 

The inferior qualities are then un- 
twisted and carded by machinery 
while the good qualities are opened 
out and carefully hand-carded. 

The very finest grades cost up to 
$1.75 a lb. wholesale, and as it takes 
about. forty pounds of. hair to make 
a full-sized mattress, it will be seen 


ual is rather prohibitive. The late 
Queen Victoria was very partial to 
horse-hair mattresses, and always in- 
sisted upon having the best qualit ty, of 
white korse-halir. 

The longest tails come from China 
and Ruasia. ‘These are first disinfect- 
ed, then they are dipped in a bath of 
soft soap and soda, after which they 
are wet hackled to get out all the 
short fur. The sorted hairs are dry 
carded, being piled up on @ board stud- 
ded with long pias, and drawn from 
the two ends between an old razor 
and the thumb to lengths of five inch-

White hair, which is 30 in ches in 
length and upwards is used for violin 
bows. Black hair, which is slightly 
stronger, is used for bows for double 
basses. Shorter hdir, according to its 
length, is tied into bundles, and is 
sold to hrush makers or to plume 
makers for ornamenting helmets and 
the bridles: of cavalry, horses. 

Long hair is also extensively em- 
loyed for weaving into hair-cloth for 
upholstery, In WHIti 
used, and, also in making the "cloth 
which tailors use for stiffening the 
garments, when it receives a warp of 
cotton 

The ‘official wigs of judges and bar- 
risters are made from ‘specially pick- 
ed out hair, known as “dead” hair, be-

The hair from the tails of cows and 
oxen is also used for one or two pur- 
poses. The cow tails are dressed 
whole and undyed for export to South 
Africa for the use of the native.. The 
natives insist on the hair being. un- 
dyed, and they plate it into bangles 
and-over snuff-boxes, as well as com- 
bine it with the wire which is wound 
round sjamboks and sticks. They. al- 
so use it for threading beads. 

Cow hair is also drawn for weaving 
into sieve bottoms, to form strainers 
for cooks and gunpowder manufac- 
turers, while horse-hair bags are used 
for oil and cider presses and for brew- 
ers’ straining cloths. 

Lastly, goats hair from China and 
Tibet, being very goft, is used in the 
manufacture of babies’ brushes.

The following recipe for codking oys- 
ters is declared by an English maga- 
gine to be excellent: 

‘Drain twelre large oysters on a 
cloth and egg them carefully. [oll 
them in fresh breadcrumbs and place 
in a thickly buttered paper cooking 


bag, fasten the bag and cook on a 


grid for eight minutes tn‘a bot cren. 

Creamed oysters can be dune - to 
twelve minutes and make bot!) » dain 
ty and-easily prepared supper dish. 

When cooking pastry in paper bags 
there fs no necessity to oil or grease 
the bag. Whether this is done or not 
is merely a matter of choice. One 
thing, however, is essential—tie bag 
should have several vents out in the 
upper side so that the pastry may be 
come brown and crisp. A bag should 
be chosen Into which whatever pastry 
is being cooked can easily slip with- 
out touching the edges of the bag dur- 
ing cooking, and the paste sbou!d be 
brushed over with milk before being 
silpped into the bag: 

To do this a pastry brush should be 
used. 

All forms of sweets, from stewed 
prunes to souffies, can be cooked Ip 
paper bags with equal success, and 
milk rolls can be prepared in fifteen 
minutes, 


Cettage Cheese. 
Cottage cheese is so easily mnde at 
home when there Is sufficient milk that 


it is a pity more housekeepers do not ° 


make it an item on the bill of fare. It 
réquires merely standing on the back 
of the stove the panful of sour milk 
until the watery fluid or whey rises to 
the top: then corer a sieve with a 
clean cloth, pour the whey and curds 
upon it, knot the ends of the cloth 
to form a bag and hang ‘where the 
whey can drip out for two hours or 
more... When the dripping ceases turn 
the curds into a bow!t, add a little salt, 
& tablespoonful of butter and a little 
sweet cream if convenient, stirring the 
whole together with a fork. Make tnto 
little balls and keep wrapped in clean 
cheesecloth in a coo! place. Onions, 
chives“or sage may be added to the 
cheese at serving time. A spoonful of 
sweet cream is a great improvement. 
For scalloped cheese cut slices of 
bread, trimming off the crust; butter 
and put a layer in the casserole or 
earthenware baking dish, sprinkle witb 
grated dairy cheese and a little salt 
and pepper. Repeat botil the dish ts 
futk finishing with a layer of grated

This ts 
obtained by boiling tomatoes until they 
are tender withont being mushy and 
straining the juice through a cloth 
Govern the amount of tomato juice 
added: to the bouillon by the desircd 
strength of the broth. Season to taste 
and serve very hot. A dash of cayenne 


pepper adds to the value of the bouil- 


lon as an appetizer, 


> Fish Cakes. 

Pick the cooked fish apart, being care 
ful to free it entircly of bones. Reject 
the skin. Add to the shredded flesh 
half {ts ‘amount of dried breadcrumbs 
and season to taste. Moisten with 
enough milk to allow the mixture ta 
be molded into cakes and stir in an egg. 
Form into cakes about two Inches io 
diameter and half an Inch thick. Fry 
{n hot lard as you would meat. Minced 
parsley makes an excellent garnishing. 


Potatoes au Gratin, 

The usual way of preparing these 
much liked potatoes is by ro means the 
best. Instead of sprinkling the cheese 
ever the top when the potatoes are 
ready to be baked, grate It and blend tt 
toto the white sauce before pouring the 
sauce over the potatoes, The cheese 
flavor thus added permeates the entire 
pan and makes the sauce deliciously 
creamy.
